ByDIANE YEN-MEI WONG 
DETITROIT - Before a crowded 
Michigan federal courtroom, prose- 
cutors in the Vincent Chin trial 
presented the case againsttwo white 
imen charged by a grand jury with 
having Violated Chin?s civil rights. 
Ronald Ebens and Michael Nitz 
admitted to killing Chin iD 1982 
With a baseball bat. For their ac- 
tions, a state court judge sentenced 
them to three years probation and a

All last week, the jury listened 
to the testimony of about 16 wit- 
nesses, including that of Mrs. Lily 
Chin, mother of the slain man.

NOT ELIGIBLE 

Under Japan's Alien Registra- 
tion Law，all forelgners are con- 
Sidered alien residents Subject to 
Strict reglstration reqtlrements; 
they are not ellglble to recelive the 
Same Social benefts as their Japa- 
nese coUnterpartSs. 

Residents can become natural- 
jzed citizens，thereby relieving 
themselves of reglistration reqtlire- 
ments and attaining social status On 
a par with the Japanese. Howevem 
many foreigners choose notto apply 


for citizenship because the law also 
requlres all naturalized citizens to 
adopt a new family name in Japa- 
Dese. 

Although the Alien Registration 
Law applies to all forelgners ln 
Japan, the women's group contends 
that the requlirements are tanta- 
mount to discrimination directed 
against the 玉 oreans in particular 
becatuse 下 oreans comprise about 
85% of all aliens in the couUntIrV. 

“We want “self-determlination. 
What we want ls to maintaln auton- 
omy as full members of the soclety 
While being respected as 天 oreans 
and being able to hold onto oOUI 
玫 orean pride; ”9oon Hee Bae, the 
president of NKWA, declared. 

FINGERPRINTING 

Of the various provislons of the 
law under attack，the mandatory 
fngerprinting of aliens every five 
years faces the most severe crlitl= 
cism，About 35$0;000 开 oreans are 
due for re-fngerprinting next year. 

The fngerprinting process， 
Which is generally assoclated with 
criminallty in Japan, ls Justited by 
the Japanese governiment as an es-

Young Man's Fight against 
Racism in School Ends for Now 


The saga of teenager Bradley Wong continues. 工 his 
past School yeam hescaused a stir at his Cupertino area 
Homestead High when he protested what he felt to be 
racist slogans and stereotypes used by his fellow stu- 
dents during Spirit week. 

The adminlstration, teachers and many of the stu- 
dents did not agree with him, saying that natmes such as 
“Nip”were just a fact of life, a joke, and that students 
wearing aloha shirts and feigning accents and buck teeth 
were meant to be funny. 

Brad and hils family sought help from the commu- 
nlty, and Inltial responses from the school district ap- 
peared favorable. However as the School year draws to 
an end, the steps necessary to help prevent this type of 
Problem from happening again，either to Brad or to 
other pupils of color have not been taken. 

Lack of funds. Broken Promlses: Accusations and 
crosS-acctsations. The last months of the academic year 
of 1983-84 took thelir toll on the young man who stood 
as a steadfast minotity: he has decided to transfer to 
another school. 

While weat East/WYest understand hlis need to make 
this move，Wwe are SOrry to see it happen. Not because 
Brad chose to leave the Situation, No, he has done more 
to bring attention to the conditions there than most of 

.us would have had the courage to do. 

We are Sad becatuse his leaving indicates the lack of 
Piogress he percelves at the school, and because we fear 
that there may not be another student like Bradley, who 
will be vilgllant against similar incldents happening again 
and who has a Supportive and Understanding familly to 
stand by him. 

We only hope that the spirit at Homestead High has 
become that which the adminlstration DOW describes， 
that 1S，more sensltive to Aslian Americans and Dew- 
comers.

Although the young man Was 
later released when the authorities 
verified the real criminal，Bae bit- 
terly argued that this type of false 
accusation would not have happened 
but fortheyoung man's fmngerprints 
in the fle at the police statlon . 

“Because of the fngerprints on 
fle，we [天 oreans] are always the 
first target for_ criminal Investiga- 
tion”addedvicepresidentHaYoung 
Hee. 

As mothers, the women's group 
Were also qujlte concerned for the 
future generation of 天 oreans in 
Japan.“It is not only for ourselves， 
but for the future generation that 
we are Worried. ...Passing down a 
large Inheritance ls Important，but 
promising them a life free of such 
human rights Violations ls equally 
valuable” Hee stated . 

“Even Some Japanese citizens:” 
sald both Bae and Hee,， “have con- 
demned the fngerprinting requlre- 


ment as beling outmoded，bnut the - 


Ministry of Justice still refuses to 
eradicate the law.”

Chang Lin Tien，Vice-chancel- 
lor of research at UC Berkeley, de- 
clared,“If we looKk carefully, are We 
making the high grade:? No，wWe':re 
regsrded as good People，but not 
Powerful citizens. We need power- 
ful people in decision2making ca- 
Pacities… 

Speaking Specifically about UC 
Berkeley, UC regents Presldent Yorl 
Wada pointed out Some disturbing 
Statistlcs. FEor fall 1983, Aslan Amer- 
lcans comprised 23.3% of the total 
undergraduate Popujation of 21,267. 
Yet Asian 人 mericans are Underrep- 
resented in graduate schiool. 

Between January 84 and March

“Articles like the one in 
NerzuszueeR give a flattened Picture 
of Asian Americans rather than deal 
with the complexity of their educa- 
tional procesS2 

He pointed out that factors other 
than famlily values contribute to 
career cholces. For instance, he cited 
Such examples as “being closed out2” 
of certain felds, following demand 
occupations, and peer infuences. 

CRISIS 

For Immigrant students，lan- 
guage barriers are a justified reason 
for shying away from social Sclences.

cans at Ft. Mason on June 16. This 
conference，the first of its kind， 
entitled “A Day of Bamboo Radio> 
drew together 75 participants and 
speakers. 

As keynote Speaker Sharon Ma- 
eda，executive director of Pacifica 
Radio，stressed,“Radio is still the 
first source people go to for impor- 
tant information 2 

Radio has survived the onslaught 
of more Sophisticated technologies 
Such as television，flm，videos， 
and records mainly because it“'is 
Imore accessible . . .more Immediate 
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Imunity looking for a communilca- 
tion link. 
ON-AIR CREDIBILITY 

According to Nan Rubin， assis- 
tant director of KUVO，Denver 
“because of on-air credibility，peo- 
ple believe what they hear on the 
radio”It can also be used to per- 
petuate stereotypes and communi- 
cate false information . 

Rubin spoke on the importance 
of who decides what gets aired, the 
Ioney involved -in Station Owner- 
ship，commercial Versus Don-com- 
mercial radio, ramifcations of Fed- 
eral Communications Commission 
deregulation, and the reality of mi- 
nority-owned stations， 

Sandy Ilaoa of the Pacifc Edu- 
cation Networfk presented a case 
study on achieving radio access by

Dot get Stuck in the “frevolving door 
policy” where minorities are trained， 
but not hired. Wile Asian Pacific 
Americans lag behind in participat- 
ing in the information How，oppor- 
tunities exist in radio to make an 
Impact. 

MARKET TOUGH 

Although opportunities are out 
there,，Heidi Chang, disc jockey for 
下 BLX，and Shingo 玉 omada，an 
engineer at KCBS, emphasized that 
in commercial radio, the job market 
is tough. Both spoke of the shrink- 
ingjob mafket due to automationm of 
equipoment in comimercial stations.

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Regarding community， listener- 
SuUpported，Dnon-commercial radio， 
Ginney Berson of KPFA insisted 
that nothaving extreime expertise 1n 
technical skills is not a deterrent in 
getting lmportant information OF 
1lSsSues alred. 

Although independent Produc- 
ers of radio Programs have di 午 - 
culty in gaining access to stations， 
legwork, perslstence, and approach- 
jng statlons with organlzationpal 
backing can help. 

Miya Iwatakl of 下 PFK in Los 
Angeles pointed out that commnu- 
nlity events not covered by main- 
Stream broadcasts are not only im- 
portant, but make Interesting listen- 
ing，using audio clips such as the 
Coverage on the International 百 o- 
tel, as an example. 

GRAB LISTENER 

The conference included pro- 
gramming Workshops suggesting 
Ways of identifying who the listen- 
jing audience 1$，how to listen and 
edit Programs，how to ”grab”a 
listenem and strategles on how to 
get a program alred. 

JIn production workshops，Par- 
ticipants Saw the editing and phone 
acceSSs Process of interviews record- 
ed that day for broadcast that same 
evening on 开 PFA，as well as re- 
celving tips on equipment for use in 
independent productions. 

Mark Hand of Western Commtu- 
nlty Bilingual Radio spoke on fund- 
ing Sources available for indepen- 
dent productions，and the confer- 
ence :concluded with a broadcast 
report on 下 PFA on the day's Radic 
Conference. 

The success of “A Day of Bam- 
boo Radio”cannot be measured by 
the number of participants，OFT by 
the comments made after the con- 
ference，bnut its success will be 
heard in the future as the impact of 
Asian Pacifc Americans on radio is 
felt.

SPECTACLE 

But all the spectacle would have 
been for nought，had not Alexan- 
der-Willis，surreptitiously Perhaps， 
fought against the controlled arti- 
fciality ofthe production and made 
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Medea's initial passion for Jason 
and subsequent hatred of him for 
his infidelity dominate the action of 
the Play. 

、 JIn the notes to the play，9Sato 
Says he decided to “lighten up”the 
classic play by Euripides by adding 
a comlic Prologue that traces the 
beginning of Medea's love affair 
With the Warrior Jason : 

“In the Past Sato SaySs，“Medea 
has been presented only from the 
beginning of her misery,， and then 
the whole play -became very dark. 
But by having this fantasy.. .We 
lighten it up 

If indeed there was just a short 
Prologue that introduced 由 e char- 
acters in a Short-lived comic tone， 
Sato might havebeen able to pull it

bullds very slowly and clumsily as 
the actors fip-Hop back and forth 
from styllized symbols to Hesh and 
blood characters. 

It may be that Sato feared that a 
play about murderous revenge and 
infanticlde needed a comalc first act 
to abridge the horror to manageable 
length.

and styllized gestures.

Sota legislature recently passed and 
its governor Silgned a resolution call- 
jng for the federal government to 
award monetary redress for Japa- 
nese Who were interned during 
World War 工 . 

The Puczfc C?tze reported that 
Minnesota governor Rudy Perpich 
Signed the resolution in April. The 
joint resolution from the Minnesota 
legislature asked that “an adequate 
form of monetary redress be award- 
ed to those Individuals who suf- 
fered the injustices and hardships 
resulting from the government's ac- 
tions in 19422 

The resolution pointed out that 
120,313 persons of Japanese ances- 
try Were forcibly moved from their 
West Coast homes and incarcerated 
jin“concentration camps>”in denial 
of their basic constitutional rights， 
and suffered enormous physical and 
Ionetary losses. 

The resolution also noted the 
exemplary gallantry and patriotic 
loyalty of Japanese Americans dur- 
ing World War II，in the armed 
forces of the United States. 

The resolution in Support of 
redress ended by instructing the 
Secretary of state of Minnesota to 
Send the resolution to the president 
and the secretary of the US Senate， 
the speaker and chief clerk of the 
House of Representatives，and to 
members of Minnesota's congres-
